lhe OPEN-SHOP. forces of America are 

sharpening their attack on the labor move- 

ment. Looking admiringly at the “unions 
Hitler has in Nazi Germany, they are de- 
manding incorporation of unions, compulsory 
arbitration and other legislation to put a 
halter on the unions, leading in the direction 
of complete suppression of unions. 

AV new and ominous feature of this open- 
shop drive has been started up and down 
the Pacihe ¢ oast—-employers are hling suit 
for darmages against unions. They hope to get 


anti-labor judges to grant them huge dam- 


ages, as did another union-hating judge years 
ago in Danbury, Conn., against the striking 
Hatters Union. 

The ‘Danbury Hatters Case” is one of the 
most infamous blots on American history— 
workers were hounded to death, their homes 
stolen, completely ruined by the company 
to collect every last dollar of ““damages’’ it 
said resulted from the strike. 

And now in Long Beach, where the auto 
mechanics are on strike; in San Jose, where 
the Warehousemen struck the Renzel grocery 
wholesalers—the open-shoppers are attempt- 
ing to duplicate the infamous ‘Danbury 
Hatters Case.” 

The suits filed against the unions in Long 
Beach and San Jose, are a menace to all 
unions, both AFL and ClO. The employers 
are trying to set a precedent whereby when- 
ever a union goes on strike, they can file suit 
for damages and raid the union’s strike funds, 
and steal all the savings, homes and posses- 
sions of the strikers. 

There must be no more Danbury cases in 
the history of American labor!

OOD DAYS ARE HERE AGAIN” gloats 
the capitalist press, headlining a two bil- 

lion dollar dividend-melon served to Ameri- 

ca's ‘Four Hundred Families’ during the 
first six months of 1937—twenty-three per 
cent larger than the melon sliced-up during 

1936's first half-year. 

But ‘‘good days’ for the melon-cutters are 
lean, anxious days for the millions of Amer- 
ican families who constitute three-fourths of 
the population. 

See how a typical American wage-earning 
family must scrape and strain merely to keep 
alive! 

For food of the humblest sort, which 
means a minimum of meat and no delicacies, 
they must pay twice as much as in 1933, 

In rent they must pay two times more 
than they paid in August, 1936. 

Clothing costs them 25 per cent more than 
in 1936. And if they can afford furniture, 


they must pay from 10 to 25 per cent more 


‘than they paid last Spring. 


Indeed, were it not for the workers’ mag- 
nificent defense against wholesale exploita- 
tion, the living standards of the people would 
be forced still lower.

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FASCISM IS WAR... 


By GEORGE DIMITROV 


MOSCOW—Two years ago, in 
August, 1935, the Seventh Congress 
of the Communist International, in 
analyzing the international situa- 
tion and seeking ways and means 
whereby the working class could 
carry on the struggle against the 
offensive of fascism, pointed to the 
indissoluble connection between the 
struggle against fascism and the 
struggle for peace. 

Fascism is war, declared the Con- 
gress. Coming to power against the 
will and interests of its own coun- 
trymen, fascism seeks a way out 
of its growing domestic difficulties 
in aggression against other coun- 
tries and) peoples, in a new Tre- 
division of the globe by unleashing 
world war. 

As far as fascism is concerned, 
peace is certain ruin. The preser- 
vation of international peace ren- 
ders it possible for the enslaved 
masses in the fascist countries to 
gather their forces together and to 
prepare for the overthrow of the 
hated fascist dictatorship, and to 
enable the international proletariat 
to win time for the establishment 
of unity in their ranks, to rally 
together the supporters of peace, 
and to establish an insurmountable 
barrier in the way of the outbreak 
of war. 

When the Seventh Congress char- 
acterized fascism as the firebrand 
of war, when it pointed to’ the 
growing danger of a new imperial- 
ist war and to the need for estab- 
lishing a powerful united fighting 
front against fascism, there were 
very, few people even in the labor 
movement who did not hesitate to 
accuse us Communists of deliber- 
ately and for purely propagandist 
purposes ascribing this role to fas- 
cism, and of exaggerating the war 
danger. 

Some people did this consciously, 
in the interests of the ruling classes, 
while others did so out of their 
political shortsightedness. The past 
two years, however, have provided 
a sufficiently clear demonstration 
of the complete absurdity of such 
accusations. 

Now both the friends and foes 
of peace are openly speaking of 
the menace of a new world war 
which has come on us. And Pai 
would also be difficult to find 
serious-minded people who at all 
doubt that it is precisely the fas- 
cist governments that are foremost 
in the desire for war.

In actual fact 
going on in various countries. For 
one year already, both the Italian

and the German interventionists, 


before the whole world, have been 
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carrying on a war against the 
Spanish people. 

After having accomplished the 
seizure of Manchuria, the Japan- 
ese fascist militarists are now again 
attacking the Chinese people and 
are carrying on a new war in 
North China. Manchuria, Ethiopia, 
Spain, North China — these are 
stages toward the new great rob- 
ber war of fascism. These are not 
isolated acts. 

There exists the bloc of fascist 
aggressors and warmongers—Ber 
lin. Rome, Tokio. ‘The German- 
Japanese agreement “against the 
Communist International,” an ag- 
reement which, as is well known, 
is of a military nature to which 
Mussolini had in fact also linked 
himself, is already being applied 
in practice. | 
*Under the flag of struggle against 
the Communist International, against 
the “red menace,’ the German, 
Italian and Japanese aggressors are 
trying by means of partial wars to 
seize military-strategic positions, 
key positions on land and naval 
routes, and sources of raw mater- 
ials for their war materials with 
a view to unleashing further im- 
perialist war. 

There is no need to be under 
any illusions, there is no need to 
wait for a formal declaration of 
war, to see that war is now on. 
As far back as March, 1936, Com- 
rade Stalin, in his interview with 
Roy Howard [head of Seripps- 
Howard newspaper chain}, said: 
“War may break out unexpectedly. 
Nowadays wars are not declared. 
They simply begin.” 

All events of recent years serve 
as a glaring confirmation of this 
thesis. Without officially declaring 
war, Japan opened military opera- 
tions against China and seized Man- 
churia, Italy attacked the Ethiopian 
people and seized Ethiopia, and 
Germany and Italy are waging a 
war against the Spanish Republic. 
It is well known that the people 
have no desire for war, and that 
a number of non-fascist states are, 
in the given conditions, interested 
in maintaining peace. On what, 
then, do the fascist warmongers 
base their calculations? 

The entire experience following 
the robber drive by the Japanese 
imperialists into Manchuria and by 
Italian fascism into Ethiopia shows 
unequivocally that the bandit bloc 
of the rulers of Germany, Japan 
and Italy to carry out their mili- 
tary plans in practice, are striving 
first of all to hinder united action 
by the states interested in the 
maintenance of peace; secondly, to 
prevent unity of action by the in- 
ternational labor movement, the 
establishment of a mighty united 
world front ‘against fascism and 
war; thirdly, to carry on under- 
mining diversionist and espionage 
work in the Soviet Union, which 


is the most important buttress of 
peace. 


It is on this chiefly that the fas- 
cists base their calculations. And 
in actual fact the fascist aggres- 
sors and warmongers are working 
strenuously and jointly in these 
three directions. They are black- 
mailing the Western European 
states by threatening their terri- 
torial interests. They are preparing 
an onslaught on the USSR. They 
are making extensive use of the 
toleration of the ruling circles of 
Britain, France and the United 
States. 

While making proposals~ for an 
agreement on the plundering of the 
small countries, Spain and China, 
they are striving in every possible 
way to win the good graces of the 
British Conservatives and a num- 
ber of Liberal and Labor leaders, 
so as to win Britain away from 
France and other democratic coun- 
tries. Holding out a similar lure, 
the fascists are exerting unbeliev- 
able efforts to come to an agree- 
ment with the French reactionar- 
ies in regard to French resignation 
from the Franco-Soviet pact, thus 
isolating it from the Soviet Union. 

The fascist states left the League 
of Nations to get a free hand for 
their aggression. They terrorize the 
weak states by threatening attacks 
from outside, and by organizing 
conspiracies and rebellions within 
these countries, 

@ 

The fascist warmongers make use 
of traitors, and particularly of the 
Trotzkyists, to carry on disruptive, 
disorganizing work in the ranks of 
the labor movement, to disrupt the 
People’s Front in Spain and France. 
The recent putsch in Barcelona 
gave a particularly clear dem- 
onstration of how the fascists make 
use of Trotzkyist organizations to 
stab the People’s Front in the 
back. 

The fascists also make splendid 
use of the work of the opponents 
of international proletarian unity 
in the ranks of the Second Interna- 
tional and the International Federa- 
tion of Trade Unions, and assidu 
ously recruit their agents every- 
where. 

3ut, as was disclosed at the re- 
cent trials of Trotzkyists and spies, 
the fascist aggressors have put 
forth special efforts to send Trotz- 
kyist agents into the great land of 
Socialist victories to carry on dis- 
ruptive work there. The fascists 
calculated that if they succeeded 
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in undermining the pqwet ie 
Soviet Union, the most loyal guar- 
dian of peace, then the success of 
their military plans of aggression 
would in the main be assured. 
Hence one can understand the 
furious howl set up by the fascists 
and their tools at the merciless 
wiping out of the traitors to the 
great land of Socialism by the or- 
gans of the dictatorship of the 
working class, supported by the en- 
tire Soviet people. The exposure 
and wiping out of, the fascist 
agents, terrorist wreckers and spies 
in the land of Socialism strength- 
ens its economic, political and mili- 


tary might, breaks up the sinis- 
ter plans of the fascist scoundrels, 
and thereby helps to strengthen 
peace. 


This has been the most powerful 
and crushing blow dealt to the 
warmongers in recent times. It is 
an exceptionally important contri- 
bution to the struggle to maintain 
peace throughout the world. On 
more than one occasion the Soviet 
Union has upset the war plans of 
the fascist aggressors by its con- 
sistent and resolute peace policy. 
It can be asserted without any ex- 
aggeration that mankind would 
long ago have been hurled into 
the most terrible war in history 
had not the Soviet Union been 
insistent and unswerving in carry- 
ing through its peace policy, had 
there been no glorious Red Army 
in existence. 

© 

But while the fascist aggressors 
meet with necessary rebuffs from 
the Soviet Union, which is acting 
in the interests not only of the 
Soviet people but also of the whole 
of toiling mankind, this cannot be 
said of the countries of bourgeois 
democracy. Here, as is being dem- 
onstrated with particular clearness 
by the examples of Spain and 
China, we meet with the overt and 
concealed assistance being given to 
the fascist bloc by the ruling circles 
of the most important Western non- 
fascist states. Was it not support 
for the fascists when the seizure of 
Manchuria by the Japanese militar- 
ists was met with toleration? Was 
not the lack of resolute resistance 
to the bloody campaign of Musso- 
lini against the people of Ethiopia 
encouragement to the fascist ag- 
gressor? 

Take the entire farce of non- 
intervention in Spanish _ affairs, 
which has already been carried on 
for a year under the leadership of 
the British Government, and the 
negotiations going on regarding the 
recognition of Franco as a “belli- 
gerent’—are they not in fact an 
encouragement to the war being 
waged by the fascist states against 
the Spanish Republic? 

Is not the present complacent 
attitude toward the brazen marau- 
ders in North China the most scan- 
dalous encouragement to the un- 
bridled Japanese militarisis, who 
wish to enslave the great Chinese 
people? 

How can the peoples of Great 
Britain, France, the United States 
and the people of other non-fascist 
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things? How can they put up with 
this systematic toleration and en- 
couragement of fascist aggression, 
which facilitates the foul work of 
the fascist firebrands of a new 
world war? 

In the face of these things, 1 
becomes still ciearer how great is 
the historic responsibility which 
lies on those circles and leaders 
of the Labor and Socialist Interna- 
tional and the International Federa- 
tion of Trade Unions which are 
stubbornly resisting the establish- 
ment of united action by the inter- 
national proletariat, @ action by

TTE HEAR COMPLAINTS: it is too bad the labor movement 1s 
divided. Of course, it is bad. We all want unity. 
But—we want unity for action, not the unity which we had—at 
the price of inaction. And despite the present division we are ‘sure 
to have the unity we want. It will come out of the present enor- 


mous organizing activity. 


The organized workers in the field are well aware of the signi- 
ficance of the struggle in which labor is now engaged and where 
there is a common danger, unity of action is immediately brought 
about without waiting for nation-wide unity. To cite but a few 
conspicuous cases. In Buffalo, striking teamsters, an AFL union, 
and butchers, a CIO union, have acted in joint defensive _ alliance 


to win their strikes. 


Let us remember that the split in the trade union movement was 
caused by the Executive Council of the AFL steadfastly refusing 
to undertake most needed organizing activdty in the only effective 
way, on the basis of industrial organization. So the CIO had to 
do the job. The CIO unions were read out of the AFL. 

We now hear from Executive Council headquarters that AFL 
unions have been winning new members. The report is that some 
600,000 new members have been added to the Federation rolls. Six 
million would have been a more justifiable base for rejoicing. But 


let us be satisfied with little 


where even less was expected.. 


Obviously in unionism, too, competition is the life of trade. 


The CIO has been responsible, we have no doubt about it, for 
this influx of 600,000 new recruits into the AFL, but that is all 
to the good, as far as we are concerned. With two million new 
unionists having joined the ranks of the CIO unions, it is good to 
know that the AFL, too, has been making progress, 


So the score stands: 


2,500,000 AFL unionists added 600,000. 
1,200,000 CIO unionists added 2,000,000. 
Or putting it differently the AFL has increased its membership 


19 per cent—nineteen per cent. 


The CIO has increased its membership 267 per cent—two hun- 


dred and sixty-seven per cent.

When later on the fascist aggres- 
sors brazenly attacked the Spanish 
Republic and began a war within 
Europe itself, it was only after 
many months of tormenting vacil- 
lations that the leaders of the Sec 
ond International agreed to a joint 
conference with the delegation ot 
the Communist International at An- 
nemasse, and yet not for the pur- 
pose of actually bringing about 
united action between the inter 
national workers’ organizations, but 
only to recognize the advisibility 
of joint action “where it is pos 
sible.” 

Since then the fascist interven 
tion in Spain has been conside! 
ably intensified. And now there has 
been added the new aggression of 
the Japanese militarists in North 
China, which, according to Japan 
ese plans, is to become a_ secona 
Manchukuo and the basis for a 
further seizure of China. 

Is it not clear that at this mom 
ent, when the Spanish people are 
exerting all their efforts to beat 
off the onslaught of the fascist In 
terventionists, when the Chinest 
people are rising up against the 
Japanese militarists who have al 
tacked them, the international! 
workers’ organizations should at 
least unite their efforts and come 
io the defense of internationa 
peace, resolutely and fully pre 
pared for action.

The situation is now developing 
in such a way that to maintain 
peace throughout the world means 
first and foremost to bring about 
the defeat of the fascist invaders 
of Spain and China.

The international labor move- 
ment has sufficient forces and 
means at its disposal to bring about 
the cessation of the intervention 
of German and Italian fascism in 
Spain, the onslaught of the Japan- 
ese militarists in China, and to 
secure international peace. This, 
however, requires that the tremen- 
dous forces and means at the dis- 
posal of the international labor 
movement be united and directed 
toward an effective and unyielding 
struggle against fascism and war.

As we watch the struggle of the Mexican government against 
the church today, we must not forget that in the dark, incensed 
paves of the churches are the centers and rallying points of the 
fascists. Until the politieal and economic power of the church 


is demolished Mexice cannot arise to its new day with education 
‘to the illiterate masses, land to the peons, and a living wage 


to the workers. For against all these the church is the bitterest 
of opponents. 


It was a grand concert alright. 
The temperature in Suiyuan was 
always lingering at 10 to 15 
degrees below zero, but their 
spirit was over boiling point. 

In Tatung, we concentrated our 
efforts in teaching the cavalries 
to sing. Our officers’ singing 
class registered at 120. They 
learned seven songs in four days, 
and at the end of the four days, 
a grand concert was held in a 
theatre where more than 2,000 
civilians were invited to attend, 
and the performers were sol- 
diers. This was something new, 
as formerly Chinese soldiers had 
very seldom entertained the civ- 
ilians, 

Mass Singing in Tientsin 

Later, I went to Peiping and 
Tientsin. In both cities, a YMCA 
Mass Singing Club was organ- 
ized, with more than 300 mem- 
bers in each place. 

In Tientsin, I taught mass sing- 
ing over the radio every after- 
noon from 5:30 p.m. to 6 p.m., 
with an audience of more than 
200. The Japanese could only 
stand by and watch as they could 
not stop Chinese singing: ‘‘I Love 
China!” Things went on very 
smoothly. At the end of one 
week’s teaching, we had a con- 


cert in the gymnasium of the 
Tientsin “Y,” in which more than 
400 people participated, and it 


was also broadcast through the 
Tientsin “Y’’ Radio Station. 
Besides students, I also taught 
the workers of North China 
Leather Co. (John Wang’s fac- 
tory), and the Oriental Wool 
Factory to sing. The _ factory 
workers were fond of singing. 
I also taught the members of 
I-YOU Society, most of whom 
are prominent leaders of long 
standing in the commercial and 
industrial world, and the mem- 
bers of the Y’s Men’s Club, who 
are mostly young professional 
business men, to sing; and they 
all liked it. 
“Give Us Mass Singing”

nation’s food supply.” What it 
will insure is that a lot of peo- 
ple in the nation will go hungry. 

If the new AAA is passed as 
is, the poor of the cities are 
going to have company in hun- 
ger, the small farmer and ten- 
ants and sharecroppers. And the 
tenant. and sharecropper, any- 
how, are already hungry, in spite 
of the rosy report by the same 
Mr. Tolley, that farm income in 
1936 was $8,100,000,000, or nearly 
twice that of. 1932. 

Reading that last line, one 
might think that farmers don't 
need and help, that they are get- 
ting along nicely. But there are 
pretty nearly 7,000,000 farmers, 
so if it were whacked up equally, 
you see that each wouldn’t get 
much over $1,100 a year income 
—gross, without deducting costs. 

But, since we know there are 
big capitalist farmers, even cor- 
poration farms, chain farms and 
rich landlords who don’t farm 
any land but farm their tenants 
and croppers, we know that mil- 
lions of farmers didn’t get even 
half of any $1,100 in 1936. 

So, without forgetting that the 
“middleman’’—who usually is a

Subsequently, 
newsies hawked both the Her- 
ald and the Western Worker. 


School Bd. Herds Kids 


The Board of Education came 
to the support of Publisher 
Knowland. Eight-year-old boys 
were sent out of Berkeley class- 
rooms to sell papers on _ the 
streets. 

Berkeley police arrested CIO 
pickets, sent them through crim- 
inal routine in an effort to in- 
timidate. Oakland police made 
arrests in wholesale lots. Judges 
levied unreasonable assessments. 
Proof of the tie between the of- 
fice of District Attorney Warren 
and Knowland is furnished in 
this strike. Picketing by the 
newsboys is peaceful, yet more 
strikers already have been ar- 
rested in this struggle against 
Publisher Knowland than have 
ever been arrested in any strike 
struggle in the history of Ala- 
meda County! 

CIO unions have rallied to the 
support of the vendors. The 
Communist Party is supporting 
the strikers. 


Publishers Desperate 


The Publishers’ Assn. is des- 
perate. Mechanical scabs—iron 


stands on street corners from 
which patrons are supposed to 
help themselves—have failed as 
the public rallies in ever greater 
force behind the strikers.
